It w as a foregone conclusion when 
G eorge K. Cham berlain was born In 
N atchez. M ississippi, that he would 
be 
a Dem ocrat, 
kven 
though 
he 
m oved to a Republican state, lie 8f.Hl 
rem ained loyal to his party, and when 
the landslide occurred out th 
O regon in tho early days of th 
em century he becam e governor, a 
position which he held for two terms, 
w hich m ade it practically certain that 
he should becom e senator at the ex ­ 
piration of his final term in 1909. 
He 
probably now 
feels that 
his 
present term of office, which docs not 
expire until 1912, makes him superior 
•to 
the "slings 
and arrows 
of 
out­ 
rageous fortune." 
At any rate, he 
feels that he can rise superior to any 
thing save “party” loyalty, and that 
he can successfully oppose the best 
president the republic has had since 
Abraham Lincoln, also a Southerner 
born, although 
the .first Republican 
president ever ejected 
J u s t-it leaf “Senator Chamberlain ex 
®eclA*to gain by his opposition to the 
president and his conduct of the war is 
not easily com prehensible. 
He is a l­ 
m ost alone in his attacks on the con ­ 
duct of the war departm ent, no m at­ 
ter how much som e of tho congress­ 
men m ay oppose the present secre­ 
tary because they want the place for 
som eone else. 
W e 
n o te from 
Mr C ham berlains 
biagraphy In the Congressional Direc­ 
tory that he began to serve his coun­ 
try— at least that part of it included 
in his own bailiwick 
in 1*77. when 
he was only 23 years old, and that he 
has been continuously in office 
ever 
since 
He has !>eon deputy county 
clerk, legislator, district attorney, at 
torney general, governor and finally 
senator. W e do not yet know whether 
he has presidential aspirations, hut It 
appears likely from his attack on the 
adm inistration of which he* is a part, 
and to which he should he loyal, esp*' 
d a lly In the present emergency. 
He stands by his original declara­ 
tion, which

forth the

d en t’s wrath, that "America's military 
establishm ent 
is enm eshed 
in

ficien cy.” than which nothing 
could 
be bettter calculated to rejoice the 
country’s enem ies at present 
His further 
declaration that

president and his closest advisers are 
unable to learn tile truth attributes to 
Senator Chamberlain

be well for Mr. Chamberlain to prove 
that he does not belong to the class 
of Vardaman, Bilbo, et a1., and that 
he is entitled t e a seat with the mighty 
which include Jefferson Davis, as well 
as his present colleague, John Sharp 
W illiam s, and numberless others.

SP EC IA L CO URSES IN C H E M IS T R Y 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 23.—Dean Henry 
VV. Harper, professor of chemistry, is 
conducting two courses in that de­ 
partment which are 
said to 
be of 
direct practical 
benefit 
to students 
who are seeking to 
obtain a knowl­ 
edge of methods of assaying ores as 
well as in other branches of chemis­ 
try 
The courses include instruction 
in fire assay of such ores as gold, Bil­ 
le r and lead, and also instruction lu 
the method of wet assaying of ores. 
The assay laboratory 
will 
soon be 
equipped with a new furnace of the 
latest type. 
The wet assaying is con­ 
fined chiefly to 
such ores as iron. 
zinc. lead and other minerals includ­ 
ing coal. 
The present war has served 
as a great stimulus in the m atter of 
developing the different minerals of 
the country, it is stated. 
So far as 
I his development relates to Texas, It 
is largely confined to an increase of 
operations 
in the mining and 
treat­ 
m ent of cinnabar 
ore from 
which 
quicksilver 
is 
obtained, 
and 
the 
operation on a greatly enlarged scale 
if the extensive sulphur deposits of 
the state. 
It is not only from the raw 
sulphur itself that sulphuric acid 1b 
obtained, but through chemical pro­ 
cess there is 
precipitated from 
the 
fumes of copper enormous quantities 
of this chemical fluid- Wonderful pro­ 
gress has been made in the manufac­ 
ture of sulphuric acid in Texas since 
the war started. 
The two principal 
plants for this purpose are located at 
Freeport and Sugarland. It is reported 
that plans are on foot for the building 
of another large sulphuric acid plant 
at one of the la rg ^ surface sulphur 
deposits in Culberson county, in West 
Texas. 
The price of quicksilver has 
almost quadrupled since the ivar be­ 
gan. 
and as a result of 
this 
higher 
price there has been inaugurated «n- 
precedented activity in the Terlingua 
district, situated in the upper border 
region of this state. 
Borne of the cin­ 
nabar mines that 
have been 
closed 
down for several years are now again 
on a producing basis and new claims 
are being developed.
